2. BIO DATA ON POLLACK FOLLOWS: 

"DANIEL POLLACK, PROCLAIMED BY TIME MAGAZINE AS "ONE OF THE 
MOST GIFTED TALENTS AROUND, WITH A DEFINITE FLAIR FOR THE 
ROMANTICS", FIRST WON INTERNATIONAL ACCLAIM WHEN HE BECAME 
A PRIZE-WINNER IN THE INTERNATIONAL TSCHAIKOVSKY PIANO 
COMPETITION HELD IN MOSCOW. FOLLOWING HIS SUCCESSES THERE, 
HE WAS ASKED TO MAKE SEVERAL RECORDINGS AND HAS SINCE 
RETURNED FOR CONCERTS. HE WAS INVITED FOR ANOTHER CONCERT 
TOUR IN RUSSIA IN JANUARY 1975. 
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"A PRODIGY AT THE AGE OF FOUR. HIS VIRTUOSITY WAS REVEALED

MASTER S DEGREES IN MUSIC. HE HAS HAD AS TEACHERS SUCH 
OUTSTANDING MASTERS AS LEGINSKA, ROSINA LHEVINNE, SEIDL- 
HOFER, KEMPFF, AGOSTI, AND KABOS. AMONG HIS MANY AWARDS 
ARE THE CHOPIN PRIZE, PRESENTED BY THE KOSCIUSZKO FOUNDA- 
TION, FIRST PRIZE IN THE INTERNATIONAL RECORDING FESTIVAL 
COMPETITION, AND THE CONCERT ARTISTS GUILD AWARD, WHICH

AND POLAND. IN MONTEVIDEO, URUGUAY, THE CRITICS WROTE, 

"A MAGNIFICENT ARTIST" AFTER HE PREMIERED THE PULITZER 
PRIZE- WINNING SAMUEL BARBER PIANO CONCERTO, AND IN ISRAEL, 
WHERE HE ALSO PREMIERED THIS CONCERTO, HE MET WITH EQUAL
